“No man it wholly bad. an If you (C<> 
at the man right you can reach him and 
influence hia life. I have talked with 
tome of the men in here of whom it 
was aaid that they were the hardest to 
reach inside the walla, and I have never 
received a rebufT.” 

These were the words of the Rev. 
Joseph Severance, Chaplain of Frank- 
fort Penitentiary, and one of the 
brightest of old l.ineoln’s sons. Tak- 
ing up the work of the spiritual direc- 
tion of the institution Aug. 1st., he has 
proven himself to be the man of the 
h'»ur for that work. A man of mag- 
netic personality, he has endeared him- 
self to the unfortunate therein by this 
personality. Not only this, he is a true 
pulpit orator and never have the men 
voluntarily attended church services as 
they do now. Chaplain Severance visits 
the prison daily and has a |>ersonal 
acijuaintance with each man. inspiring 
him with conflJencs that he is interest- 
ej in his needs and welfare; in short he 
it the prisoner's friend. The moral tone 
of the prison since his coming has been 
incalculably raised and the end is not in 
sight. The public at large gives too 
little thought to the man after he has 
been convicted and confined within prie- 
on walls. If the immuring of the man 
is just for (lunishment, our laws fail of 
their end, but if the segregation is to 
help in reformation then the end is at- 
tained. 

Rev. Severance kee|is the idea be- 
fore the men that goisi hs-havior hel|is 
both liehind the walla and ouUide as 
well, and by his forceful tact he has 
gained the good will of the men; by 
manual dexterity with tools he has 
gained their r«s|)ect and by his Chris- 
tian life and teaching is winning them 
fmmevil ways and practices, thus pre- 
paring them to be good citiaens, in- 
stead of terrors to the community in 
which they may live and thus be living 
m'Htuments of Christ's love when ex- 
ercised bv strong, virile, consecrated 
men. By hw wide aciiuainunce he is 
arousing an interest throughout the 
SUte as to the problem of what will lie 
the future of the prisoner after he 
leaves the prison and also the better- 
ment of the prisoner during confine- 
ment. In this list he has the hearty 
co-operation of Commissioners, ward- 
erw, and other prison officials. O. M.

Two girls made their escape from 
j ths New Cattle jail while the jailer'a 
I back was turned. 

According to the internal revenue of- 
ficials, there has been no extensive 
manufacture of denatured alcohol os 
yet. 

The trial of Harry Kendsil Thaw for 
the murder of Stanford White, the 
architect, ia expecteii to be called in 
New York on Wednesday. 

Railroads are practically at a stand- 
still in Oregon and Washington be- 
cause of the inability of the companies 
to obtain fuel for locomotives. 

Two stores within lees than half a 
block of the Hammond-street police 
station in Cincinnati were entered and 
robbeii of |5,lMKi worth of fine furs. 

Statistics puhlisheii in St. Petersburg 
show that 1,'2.’>2 persoiiH were sentenced 
to death in Russia during the year ItKlH 
for iMilitical or revolutionary crimes. 

FkKMl conditions prevail all over 
l-^tem Kentucky. Railway trains are 
all behind time and thousands of logs 
iiave lieen lost. All log Imoms are be- 
ing clooeely watched. 

Twenty-five deaths within the last 15 
days is the record of fatalities from a 
strange disease in a region along the 
Canadian river, about four and a half 
miles from Konowa, I. T. 

Milton, thia SUte, ia almost entirely 
under water, only two buililings being 
on dry gnmnd. A general store and 
the p<«toffice at Gum, five miles below, 
were washed away by the Mood. 

Suits may lie filed iiy Western Ken- 
tucky coal operators against railroads 
in that section, asking many thousands 
of dollara in damages fur alleged dis- 
crimination in the delivery of cars. 

The refusal of a priest to bless the 
remains of two workmen killed in a 
street fight cauaeil a riot in a church 
at IsmIx, Russian Poland, in which right 
(lersonswere killed and 13 wounded. 

At a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Southern Industrial and 
Immigration Asaociation at Birming- 
ham, Ala., plans were adopted for the 
esUblishment of an immigration league 
in every Southern State. 

Judge William Carnes, ifK-cial judge 
to try the men accused of the murder 
of Dr. B. D. Cox, at Jackson, held 
court for a few minutes to enter an or- 
der ending the s|>ecial term. He re- 
mained in Jackson only a few minutes. 

At least 16 people were crushed or 
burned to death in a collision at Fowler, 
Ind., between a passenger train and a 
freight on the Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and St. Louis rmilrosd. Ten 
persons were seriously injured. The 
collision was caused by the passenger 
train running by a signal in a denac. 
fog. 

^ The situation at Kingston, Jamaica, 
is ap|«lling, and reports indicate that 
the recent earth<|uake disaster is de- 
veloping into one of the greate.st ca- 
lamities of modem times. It *is lie- 
lieved that thousands of person.s have 
been killed. The shore line has dis- 
appeared in many places, and the city 
seems about to sink into the sea. 

Four men are to be hanged in Ken- 
tucky on Friday, February IS next, un- 
der judgments of court, the Governor 
fixing the date for execution. They are 
Guy Lyon and W. R. Fletcher, of Iaj- 
gan county, convicted of committing 
criminal assault, ami Ben Hulfaker, of 
Lyon county, and Jessie Fitxgeraid, of 
Knox county, seriteneed on conviction 
of murder. 

It is estimated tha t at least i s.uoo 
Iteople are homeless oiTacmunt "of~the 
Hooding of the lower sections of Cin- 
cinnati and the cities on the Kentucky 
side of the Ohio at that point. Fully 
three thousand have been driven from 
their homes in Cincinnati, nearly five 
thousand residents of Newport have 
been compelled to vacate their hornet^ 
and all the other cities within 10 miles 
of Cincinnati report thousands more 
sufferers. 

James Hargis lost at all points before 
the Court of Ap^ieals, which handed 
down two opinions in cases in which he 
is involved. The indictment in Fayette 
county, charging the Cockrell murder, 
was held to be good. The court also 
directed S(iecial Judge Cranes to draw 
a jury to try the Cox case from the 
jury wheel and further directed him in 
the trial of the rase, although revok- 
iig the writ of prohibition directed 
against him^

He was a foe without hate and a 
friend without treachery; a soldier 
without cruelty, a victor without op- 
pression, and a victim without mur- 
muring. He was a public officer with- 
out vices; a private citizen without 
wrong and a neighbor without reproach; 
a Christian without hypocri.sy.”
